Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-14, 16-19, 21 and 22 are allowed. 

The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest the limitation, "subsequent frames include an acknowledgement for frames 
requiring an acknowledgement as well as an acknowledgement for frames not requiring an 
acknowledgment," along with other limitations of the independent claims. While the prior 
art teaches Stop-and-Wait, Go-Back-N and Selective Repeat ARQ protocols which all 
require sending acknowledgements for packet that require acknowledgements upon receipt, 
the prior art fails to teach sending acknowledgements when an acknowledgement is not 
required.
